PRIVATE MEMBERS’ MOTIONS 


1. Ms. Bryden—Resolution—That in the opinion of this House the government* 
should establish an all-party committee to study ways of dealing with viol- 
ence in the family and in particular the following matters: (1) preventative 
educational programs; (2) the establishment and funding of transition houses; 
(3) the adequacy of health, welfare and counselling services available to the 
victims of family violence; and (4) the need for revised legislation and 
changes in police and court procedures to protect battered spouses. 


3. Mr. Philib—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, the Government 
should ensure that the following principles are adopted in all rental housing 
projects which the Ontario Housing Corporation owns or administers: 1. 
rents shall be geared to net, rather than gross family income, taking into 
account income tax and other mandatory payroll deductions as well as the 
cost of basic food and clothing in light of the size of the household; 2. rents 
shall be adjusted for the duration of any lockout or legal strike to reflect any 
change in actual net family income, and no recovery of the amounts by which 
rents are thus reduced shall be made after the labour dispute is settled. 


4. Ms. Bryden—Resolution—That in view of the necessity of extending to the 

municipal field the principles of disclosure and limitations on contributions 
and expenditures contained in the provincial Election Finances Reform Act, 
1975, this House directs the government to bring in legislation applicable to 
candidates covered by the Municipal Elections Act embodying the general 
principles of the provincial Act but also including specific limits on all expen- 
ditures by a candidate related to an election. 


5. Mr. Swart—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, the Minister of 
Consumer and Commercial Relations should take action immediately to 
introduce a Franchise Act based on the recommendations of the 1971 Grange 
Report. The Act should include provisions for: (1) the formation of a separate 
branch or division with registrar to administer the Act; (2) full disclosure by 
franchisor of all details of the scheme including all financial statements; (3) 
application to all industries and all franchises within each industry; (4) the 
franchisee to have a four-day cooling off period; (5) prohibition against deal- 
ing in franchises except as provided; (6) the administrators of the Act to have 
the authority to discourage; (a) arbitrary termination; (b) arbitrary refusal of 
assignments or renewals; (c) arbitrary forfeiture of deposits; (d) forced purch- 
ases and secret profits; (e) competitive and discriminatory practices by fran- 
chisors. 


7. Mr. Swart—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, the Minister of 
Revenue should direct, immediately, the Assessment Branch of his Ministry 
to locate, through a questionnaire to each householder and home owner, all 
housing which has urea formaldehyde foam insulation (UFFI) and, further, 
take immediate steps to reduce the assessed value of such houses proportion- 
ate to the reduction of their market value due to the UFFI as the Minister is 
required to do under the Assessment Act. 
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8. Mr. Swart—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, the Minister of 
Municipal Affairs and Housing should take action immediately to amend the 
Municipal Act so that municipalities would license all contractors engaged in 
the removal of UFFI. Further, the Minister should develop licensing 
guidelines and urge all municipalities to use them. 


9. Mr. Swart—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, the Minister of 
Health should immediately establish a medical task force to examine, 
analyze, and document the health of those people reporting serious health 
problems which appear to be caused or triggered by UFFI. The study should 
include the long-term effects of exposure to UFFI. 


10. Mr. Swart—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, the Minister of 
Consumer and Commercial Relations should amend the Ontario Building 
Code Regulation 925/75 to provide that a municipal building permit is 
required for the removal of UFFI insulation from all buildings. The amend- 
ment should provide for adequate inspecting and testing for formaldehyde 
gas after removal of the UFFI and prior to retrofitting. Further, guidelines 
for removal of the UFFI, inspecting and testing of the buildings and sub- 
sequent certification, should be prepared and forwarded to all municipalities. 


14. Mr. Swart—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, the government 
should amend the Retail Sales Tax Act and regulations to eliminate the 
practice of repeated taxation of a single item by providing that retail sales tax 
will not be payable upon the resale of a used item.

PRIVATE MEMBERS’ MOTIONS 


1. Ms. Bryden—Resolution—That in the opinion of this House the government* 
should establish an all-party committee to study ways of dealing with viol- 
ence in the family and in particular the following matters: (1) preventative 
educational programs; (2) the establishment and funding of transition houses; 
(3) the adequacy of health, welfare and counselling services available to the 
victims of family violence; and (4) the need for revised legislation and 
changes in police and court procedures to protect battered spouses. 


3. Mr. Philip—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, the Government 
should ensure that the following principles are adopted in all rental housing 
projects which the Ontario Housing Corporation owns or administers: 1. 
rents shall be geared to net, rather than gross family income, taking into 
account income tax and other mandatory payroll deductions as well as the 
cost of basic food and clothing in light of the size of the household; 2. rents 
shall be adjusted for the duration of any lockout or legal strike to reflect any 
change in actual net family income, and no recovery of the amounts by which 
rents are thus reduced shall be made after the labour dispute is settled. 


4. Ms. Bryden—Resolution—That in view of the necessity of extending to the 
municipal field the principles of disclosure and limitations on contributions 
and expenditures contained in the provincial Election Finances Reform Act, 
1975, this House directs the government to bring in legislation applicable to 
candidates covered by the Municipal Elections Act embodying the general 
principles of the provincial Act but also including specific limits on all expen- 
ditures by a candidate related to an election. 


5. Mr. Swart—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, the Minister of 
Consumer and Commercial Relations should take action immediately to 
introduce a Franchise Act based on the recommendations of the 1971 Grange 
Report. The Act should include provisions for: (1) the formation of a separate 
branch or division with registrar to administer the Act; (2) full disclosure by 
franchisor of all details of the scheme including all financial statements; (3) 
application to all industries and all franchises within each industry; (4) the 
franchisee to have a four-day cooling off period; (5) prohibition against deal- 
ing in franchises except as provided; (6) the administrators of the Act to have 
the authority to discourage; (a) arbitrary termination; (b) arbitrary refusal of 
assignments or renewals; (c) arbitrary forfeiture of deposits; (d) forced purch- 
ases and secret profits; (e) competitive and discriminatory practices by fran- 
chisors. 


7. Mr. Swart—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, the Minister of 
Revenue should direct, immediately, the Assessment Branch of his Ministry 
to locate, through a questionnaire to each householder and home owner, all 
housing which has urea formaldehyde foam insulation (UFFI) and, further, 
take immediate steps to reduce the assessed value of such houses proportion- 
ate to the reduction of their market value due to the UFFI as the Minister is 
required to do under the Assessment Act.

8. Mr. Swart—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, the Minister of 
Municipal Affairs and Housing should take action immediately to amend the 
Municipal Act so that municipalities would license all contractors engaged in 
the removal of UFFI. Further, the Minister should develop licensing 
guidelines and urge all municipalities to use them. 


9. Mr. Swart—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, the Minister of 
Health should immediately establish a medical task force to examine, 
analyze, and document the health of those people reporting serious health 
problems which appear to be caused or triggered by UFFI. The study should 
include the long-term effects of exposure to UFFI.

Epp—Resolution—Whereas the Constitution Act, 1982, provides that 
certain amendments to the Constitution of Canada may be made by procla- 
mation issued by the Governor General under the Great Seal of Canada upon 
the authorization of resolutions of the Senate and House of Commons and of 
the legislative assemblies of the provinces; Now therefore this House 
authorizes a proclamation to be issued by the Governor General under the 
Great Seal of Canada, amending section 7 of the Canadian Charter of Rights 
and Freedoms to read as follows: 


Lee 7. Everyone has the right to life, liberty, security of the person 
person and and enjoyment of property and the right not be deprived thereof 
of property eXcept in accordance with the principles of fundamental justice. 
and urges that the Senate and House of Commons and the legislative 


assemblies of the other provinces do likewise.

of the limitations that may be imposed upon the operations of Ontario Hydro 
by the Government of Ontario and the conditions under which these limita- 
tions may be imposed; and (e) a description of the future operations to be 
conducted by Ontario Hydro in order to fulfil its responsibilities and assist in 
achieving the policy objectives established by the Government of Ontario, 
including an estimate of the extent to which these operations will require 
financial assistance from the Government of Ontario; and (ii) immediately 
appoint a committee of the Legislature to review Ontario Hydro’s proposed 
system expansion program, its performance in relation to the above-men- 
tioned policy framework, and such other matters as the Committee may 
consider relevant for its purposes.

PRIVATE MEMBERS’ MOTIONS 


1. Ms. Bryden—Resolution—That in the opinion of this House the government 
should establish an all-party committee to study ways of dealing with viol- 
ence in the family and in particular the following matters: (1) preventative 
educational programs; (2) the establishment and funding of transition houses; 
(3) the adequacy of health, welfare and counselling services available to the 
victims of family violence; and (4) the need for revised legislation and 
changes in police and court procedures to protect battered spouses. 


3. Mr. Philip—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, the Government 
should ensure that the following principles are adopted in all rental housing 
projects which the Ontario Housing Corporation owns or administers: 1. 
rents shall be geared to net, rather than gross family income, taking into 
account income tax and other mandatory payroll deductions as well as the 
cost of basic food and clothing in light of the size of the household; 2. rents 
shall be adjusted for the duration of any lockout or legal strike to reflect any 
change in actual net family income, and no recovery of the amounts by which 
rents are thus reduced shall be made after the labour dispute is settled. 


4. Ms. Bryden—Resolution—That in view of the necessity of extending to the 
municipal field the principles of disclosure and limitations on contributions 
and expenditures contained in the provincial Election Finances Reform Act, 
1975, this House directs the government to bring in legislation applicable to 
candidates covered by the Municipal Elections Act embodying the general 
principles of the provincial Act but also including specific limits on all expen- 
ditures by a candidate related to an election. 


5. Mr. Swart—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, the Minister of 
Consumer and Commercial Relations should take action immediately to 
introduce a Franchise Act based on the recommendations of the 1971 Grange 
Report. The Act should include provisions for: (1) the formation of a separate 
branch or division with registrar to administer the Act; (2) full disclosure by 
franchisor of all details of the scheme including all financial statements; (3) 
application to all industries and all franchises within each industry; (4) the 
franchisee to have a four-day cooling off period; (5) prohibition against deal- 
ing in franchises except as provided; (6) the administrators of the Act to have 
the authority to discourage; (a) arbitrary termination; (b) arbitrary refusal of 
assignments or renewals; (c) arbitrary forfeiture of deposits; (d) forced purch- 
ases and secret profits; (e) competitive and discriminatory practices by fran- 
chisors. ) 


> Mr. Swart—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, the Minister of 
Revenue should direct, immediately, the Assessment Branch of his Ministry 
to locate, through a questionnaire to each householder and home owner, all 
housing which has urea formaldehyde foam insulation (UFFI) and, further, 
take immediate steps to reduce the assessed value of such houses proportion- 
ate to the reduction of their market value due to the UFFI as the Minister is 
required to do under the Assessment Act. 
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8. Mr. Swart—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, the Minister of 
Municipal Affairs and Housing should take action immediately to amend the 
Municipal Act so that municipalities would license all contractors engaged in 
the removal of UFFI. Further, the Minister should develop licensing 
guidelines and urge all municipalities to use them. 


9. Mr. Swart—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, the Minister of 
Health should immediately establish a medical task force to examine, 
analyze, and document the health of those people reporting serious health 
problems which appear to be caused or triggered by UFFI. The study should 
include the long-term effects of exposure to UFFI. 


10. Mr. Swart—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, the Minister of 
Consumer and Commercial Relations should amend the Ontario Building 
Code Regulation 925/75 to provide that a municipal building permit is 
required for the removal of UFFI insulation from all buildings. The amend- 
ment should provide for adequate inspecting and testing for formaldehyde 
gas after removal of the UFFI and prior to retrofitting. Further, guidelines 
for removal of the UFFI, inspecting and testing of the buildings and sub- 
sequent certification, should be prepared and forwarded to all municipalities. 


14. Mr. Swart—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, the government 
should amend the Retail Sales Tax Act and regulations to eliminate the 
practice of repeated taxation of a single item by providing that retail sales tax 
will not be payable upon the resale of a used item. 


15. Mr. Riddell—Resolution—That in the opinion of this House, and as a result of 
the failure of the Provincial Agricultural Code of Practice to protect farmers 
carrying on normal farming practices from harassment and restrictions, and 
as a result of the failure of the Food Land Guidelines to preserve agricultural 
land, the Government should introduce an Agricultural Development and 
Protection Act to serve as a Farmers’ Bill of Rights, which would: 
(a) Conserve, protect and encourage the development and improvement of 
agricultural land for the production of food and other agricultural products 
including alternate energy production through the establishment of Agricul- 
tural Reserves; (b) Protect farmers from harassment and complaints from 
no-farm encroachment into farming areas; and (c) Establish an Agricultural 
Approvals Board to investigate complaints and make recommendations to 
the Minister of Agriculture and Food. 


20. Myr. Roy—Resolution—That, as section 43 of the Constitution Act, 1982 pro- 
vides that certain amendments under the Constitution of Canada that apply 
only to Ontario may be made by proclamation issued by the Governor Gen- 
eral under the Great Seal of Canada as authorized by resolutions of the 
Senate, the House of Commons and the Legislative Assembly of Ontario, this 
House hereby authorizes that the Canadian Charter of Rights be amended by 
proclamation of the Governor General under the Great Seal of Canada in the 
manner set out as follows:
